The Costa Ricaa R&volution. 

Wo yesterday> briefly , alluded ;to .the ex- 
ecution of ex-Presidenl Mora and General 
Caiias, by the Government of Costa Rica. 
It wJII be remembered thatsome six months 
ago, Mora was seized ami sent out of the 
country' by the Costa Kican.s. ami ariDtlu-r 
President elecied in his slead. Lately ho^ 
returned, and with brave old General Canas,' 
justly styled the Liberator of Genital 
America, uitempttnl to rejiain the rule of his 
misgiiiilel countrymen. lie landed al 
Piintarena.s on tlie of Sepl'jni'.>er, at 

tlie head of a body of laO raw recruits, and 
entrenched iheniselves in the town. On 
the 2olli, the place was altaoked by the 
Government forces, numbering .1,!^P_ men, 
and oil the, 29th, the latter tpofc'.'iire tiwn by 
■ atorm. : We quote from . the San Francisco 
SuUelin^s correspondence : 

" On Ih il evening, at about eic;ht o'clock, 
the Covernnienl forces opened a lie.ivy lire 
from their large f;nns, which was vigorously 
responded lo by Caaas. This lasted with- 
out interrnptioii for about an hour, during 
which tiiMo 1 counted fifty cannon shots, 
when, under cover of the amoko and noiso 
of the ariillery, thu Govornment cavalry 
made a rinh tliroir^h the .surf, flanked the 
barricades, and wiTr b.diind il bef.re the 
AJorislas dreamt of the nioveniuM. A >h,irp 
straggle then ensued, lusting about (ifteen 
minutes, but ending in the comploiH over- 
throw of the revolutionary party. You can 
turni some i<l<ia of the struggle when I tell 
yon that ibe Government ackuowledj^e 
li;ivint; lo;-t ■J.'jD mow kiMed and wonnded. 

General Cafia'i was the la.sl man in the 
barricade, and loaded and tired ilu; la-i •111 
himself; when seeing that rhe day » 
lost, he mixed unseen among the opp-sue 
party, ami choerim.' Ihem on, aclually led 
thi'tii' ;iito I'mitarcna-*. wlieil wiitchiiiC hi.s 
chaiu-e hu darted into a h^nse and stowed 
himself away. While the lighting wasijoing 
on at the barricade, a deiachment of the 
Government troops having, through the 
treachery of a Chileno boatman, got posses- 
sion of some canoes, crept quietly up ihe^ 
lagoon, and before .y one had mi idea of 
siKh a tiling', lliey sp, .mg ashore ami rushed 
upon the cuartel, taking a by surprise, with 
but little .resistance, iMora having barely 
time to escape by a back window. Balls by 
this timo were flviiig about in all directioiKs, 
no where was oii'o sale, lor the hoUSes being 
built of wodd the balls whizzed through 
thottl like piisloboard. Mean wliilo the 
troops came rushing in like .-o many devils 
from the barricade, and an indiiicrimjiiate 
slaughter oommenood. Eleven Morisias 
were at onoe takeii out and shot, whilo a 
gof.d many others were taken 011 tlin wing as 
they were rushinj: to and Ito. Meanwhile, 
houses were boiiig brokuii into and rilled, 
and foreign color* torn down ami trampled 
upon. Both the Etiglish and Aniericati 
da«« wore thus treated, and Iho owners of 
the licnises over which the flags wared were 
happy to escape by the back aoor." 

President Mora was captured the next day. 
When the news of the capture reached Gen- 
«nl Canas, he offered to deliver himself up 
iox aieculion, if Mora's life wiih spared. 
The doverntnnnt olIieerN cnnsentoil, and 
Canas canio into the eneniy'K camp lo laii- 
.som the life of his friend by laying down bin 
own. ^Vilh their acciisloined Iroacbciy, tlio 
Costa Uicans, two hours alter gaining pos- 
He^tsioii of the Goiioral, led Muia and 0110 of 
liis Coloiiuls oul, and shot thorn both : 

•1 'I'hcy worn not allowed to say nnylhingt, 
but Blood sido by side ; Mora asking tho pn- 
viloge of being shot thus, and also begging 
that th«y would aim at bf« heart. They fell 



side by siJe; on Mora evincing signs of Hfe, 
:in ofiicer shot him through the head with 
his revolver. , , , 

"Things soon quited down, and we had 
hoped the butchery was "Vor--whei., on 
Tuesday, it was announced that bon. i.auas 
was to be shot, and at 9 o'clock, a. m., on 
the 2d, the good old General was led out to 
e.xeculion. He was perfectly cool, and 
smoked his cigar until he fell, pierced with 
a dozen balls. . _ . 

"The bodies of Cana.s and Mora were 
buried in the sand on the beach, .^viihout 
coffins— in the same clothes in which they 
werb shot.' Gen. Canas, who was almost 
worshipped by the people of Puntarenas, 
was shot at the fool of the monuinent, erect- 
ed in the Plaza to commemorate his services 
to Costa Rica. On the day he fe 1 the whole 
town was in t=ars. People sobbed m ho 
streets as if a most terrible calamity had be- 
fallen them. The soldiers at first refusod^to 
fire at thoir old commander, but were finally 
forced by blows to do so." 

By the death of their chiefs, the revolu- 
tionists have been completely cowed, and 
matters at latest >lalos were quieling down.

■ Th-e Paris Patrxe, • which declarer itsclt 
authorised to contradict ■ the report that 
Piedmont was secretly encourmed by i ranco 
to invade tHo Romini States, says : 
> When ■l>i«dmont abandoned the project-ot 
a confederation laid down in principles at 
'.VilUfranea, and commenced a system of -nn- 
nexations, she was disapproved of by France. 
It was against the advice of 1 ranee that 
Piedmont anne.xcd Tuscany and tho ,Iio*nng- 
nns : it was against hor counsels and in spite 
of her protests that she now invades, the -Ro- 
man Slates. This invasion, justly eonsider- 
ed ill Knrope uh a violation of the law ot 
nations, remain.s aUogether at the door of the 
State which has-nllowod 'itsclf to do. such an 
act.

The Prince of Wales' Reception in New 
Tork~The Grand Ball, etc. 
Tho St. Louia correspornlfiit of the San 
Francisco ^/ta, tinder date of Oolober 17ih, 
gives a very interesting account of ilin re- 
ception of the Prince of Wales in New York 
oily. As the account is very interesting, 
and as very few of the papers containing it 
were brought by the Jonathan, we copy it 
entire: 

The hist Pony Express carried you a brief 
account of the reception of tho , Prince of 
Wales in New York city. The New York 
papers have since come to huncl, and are 
Jilled '.vith accounts of thiit event. I he 
Herald of the I2th haJ twenty-c.ne columns 
-of the reception news,; the Mitne had five, 
the 7'i«iM ten, and the IForW just seven. 
01 this amount of readingraaUor, about two- 
thirds is trash, am! the balance probably 
■rests on a solid fonndatioa. The rec-f[)tion 
was heralded in advance, as, intended to 
•transcend anything of the kind that lias ever 
'ttiken place on Ihe continent ; but iiftor all 
'the fuss and parade, it appears to have been 
wofiillv mismanaged. It had been announc- 
ed that the Prince would land lot 'l o'clock, 
and as early as 7 a. m., crowds commenced 
assembling on Broadway. The Pnnre did 
•not lanu till near 2 o'clock. The corigratn-

The memorable .ftveninjat length ^irrives, 
and such a rushing, cru»hi)ig, jamming and 
eramminu has not been seen lor years,.
